Hawtnonrse, Tls, May M.—It wne n
cold day for the sports st the roce track
yosterduy. Chicago sud Cook county
have for somo time bheen struggliog with
s hot wave, but the owners and patrons of
the Hawthorne track found 18 cool enough
for them yesterdsy sfternoon whea 1060
big deputy sheriffs marched on to the
tenck snd Jdeclared that Hawthorne wos
runnlog o gamoe prejudicial to good mor
wla, tho lnws and the peace of the commu-
nity Having dooclnred themselves the
deputies proceded to gather o Edwand
Corrlgan, the mnster of Hoawthorno, sod
Jobn Hreoner, his businoess pactner; Jo-
seph 1. Ullmun, the proprietor of tho for-
eign book, nnd twanty.-slx amaller fry.

The prisoners wore bhustled off to the
eity nnd broughn bofure Judge Ewing, of
the superior court, who afeer a short dis
vussion with the sttorneys for the pris-
voers and far the Civie Federatlon, which
planned the rald, sdmistted vhe prisoners
to boll in the sum of $300 eucli, One of
the prisoners, just as bhe loft the gourt
rooi, déclared that he hud bieen “'ploched!”
Just ns he wie aboul to eash n winning
ticket, anid theére wis o cralnlug of necks
#0 8¢ the man who hnd “beaton the guine
at Huwthorne,” evéan though It profitddd
il nothing but glory

The ofMelals of the Civle Fedaration
huve deteralued that there shall be no
rucing contrary to the law hera this
¥ear, und they declare that they will re
peal the ralds oy often as the I
msent of Huwthorne cares to open up

It was tleokiled to swesr out the wirrants
before o Judge of o conrt of rocords, os It
wins Kopwn that the Hawthorne people
Kept o justion of the peace at the trock
and were prepared to give ball on the
Eput Whnh artusts were muslo on Warrants
fssund ther justioe.  Warrnnts wero
scoordingly tuken out before Judge Ewing
in the morning, given to the sheriff st
noon, and two hours later o small army of
deputivs was hended toward the track,
earrFing warranus returnable 1o Judge
Ewin gourt it 4 o'elovk.

Rumors of the ntended tald “nd got
uwhrond, however, and when' the wemy of
the law appronohed the track there was
grvat vonfusion (it the track. The book
makers were promptly glven the alarin,
and ar gove bugan 0 hustle thelr hinck-
Boarils vub of shght, Whon thoe depnties
mareliod In pot o Uackboard was to be
podgy, wnd the bookmnkers were stamding
wround tryiog to louk lnnoeent, a large
contract for any bookmaker to plok up

There wus vo gonfusion oty the forelgn
buakinkers' stall, however., Jott Ullman
controls i, and he had been aroostad o o
ruld last yeur. Ho bhad an ldea that LHght-
ning never struok twioe In the sume Pl
sod bewas making bets oo other trovks
sud not on the wicked truck abn Haw
thorne, Therefore ho miadg o effort to
hlde his bluckboard or his person

A doputy who had ot (dos that Haw.
thorne raoes were 10 more immoral - than
those on other tracks prompily roundoed
Mr. Ullmon up, much to that gentle
mnn's disgust and wrath, for his book
wios 800 behind on the day, wnd he
wanted to moake It up. Other men con-
nnoted with the forelgn hook made n wild
bresk for liberey, but the officors secured
as many of chom as thoy onred for. The
formul honriog of the prisoners will be
poxt Tuesday morning at 10 o'clock.
